You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall 
in  said  District  on  the  14th  day  of  March,  1961  at 
1:00  P.  M.  in  the  afternoon  to  act  on  the  following 
subjects: 

1.  To  choose  a  moderator  for  the  coming  year. 

2.  To  choose  a  clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  choose  a  member  of  the  school  board  for 
the  ensuing  three  years. 

4.  To  choose  a  treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the 
school  board  and  truant  officer,  and  fix  the  compen- 
sation of  any  other  officers  or  agents  of  the  District. 

6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  com- 
mittees, or  officers  heretofore  chosen,  and  pass  any 
vote  relating  thereto. 

7.  To  choose  agents,  auditors,  committees,  in  rela- 
tion to  any  subjects  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  District  will 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for 
the  salaries  of  school  District  officials  and  the  agents 
and  for  the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the 
District,  and  to  authorize  the  application  against  said 
appropriation  of  such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be 
received  from  the  state  equalization  fund  together 
with  other  income;  the  school  board  to  certify  to  the 
selectmen  the  balance  between  the  estimated  rev- 
enue and  the  appropriation,  which  balance  is  to  be 
raised  by  taxes  by  the  town.

12.  If  a  plan  for  Social  Security  coverage  is  adopt- 
ed, to  see  if  the  District  will  authorize  the  School 
Board  to  execute  on  behalf  of  the  District  the  neces- 
sary agreement  with  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  to 
carry  into  effect  the  plan  and  to  see  if  the  District 
will  designate  the  School  District  Treasurer  as  the 
officer  to  be  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the 
plan. 

13.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  this  meeting.

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Superintendent's  Report 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of    the    Jefferson 
School  District: 

Foreword 

In  this  modern  age  the  completion  of  high  school  \z 
generally  acknowledged  by  all  to  be  not  only  desir- 
able but  necessary.  Nearly  all  of  our  8th  Grade  pu- 
pils now  go  on  to  high  school  and  a  greater  propor- 
tion are  staying  in  school  to  graduate.  I  feel  that 
as  parents  and  citizens,  each  one  should  carefully 
examine  and  analyze  the  type  of  education  our  high 
school  pupils  are  planning  for  themselves  and  what  is 
being  offered  to  them. 

The  many  phases  of  education  have  been  critical- 
ly analyzed  during  the  past  few  years,  and  will  con- 
tinue to  be  carefully  examined  in  the  years  ahead 
because  of  its  ever-expanding  and  important  role  in 
the  world  today.  The  following  quotation,  taken 
from  the  editorial  page  of  the  Christian  Science  Mon- 
itor, summarizes  the  role  of  education  as  seen  by  the 
President's  Commission  on  National  Goals:  'The  de- 
velopment of  the  individual  and  the  nation  demand 
that  education  at  every  level  and  in  every  discipline 
be  strengthened  and  its  effectiveness  enhanced.  New 
teaching  techniques  must  continue  to  be  developed. 
The  increase  in  population  and  the  growing  com- 
plexity of  the  world  add  urgency.  Greater  resourc- 
es— private,  corporate,  municipal,  state  and  federal 
— must  be  mobilized.  A  higher  proportion  of  the 
gross  national  product  must  be  devoted  to  educa- 
tional purposes.  This  is  at  once  an  investment  in  the 
individual,  in  the  democratic  process,  in  the  growth 
of  the  economy,  and  in  the  stature  of  the  United 
States." 

In  the  last  half  of  the  past  decade  much  greater  at- 
tention and  emphasis  has  been  placed  on  academic 
achievement.  I  think  we  all  agree  that  this  is  essen- 
tial. However,  we  must  keep  in  mind,  and  in  the 
right  perspective,  that  we  have  in  our  schools  today 
many  more  students  than  in  the  past,  and  students 
whose  academic  abilities  are  not  all  equal.  The 
needs  of  all  the  students  in  this  expanding  school 
population  are  not  all  the  same  either,  and  we  must 
be  concerned  with  the  entire  student  body. 
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With  this  thought  in  mind,  I  feel  that  the  following 
summary  of  a  report  made  to  the  President's  Com- 
mission on  National  Goals  by  the  president  of  the 
Carnegie  Corporation  and  Carnegie  Foundation  for 
the  Advancement  of  Teaching,  Dr.  John  Gardner,  is 
quite  significant.  Dr.  Gardner  has  listed  some  con- 
siderations that  he  feels  of  paramount  importance 
regarding  the  areas  of  school  population  and  pro- 
grams of  study.  Relative  to  the  student,  Dr.  Gard- 
ner believes: 

— attempts  to  identify  children  of  unusual  poten- 
tials should  begin  when  schooling  begins. 

— thoughtful  attention  should  be  given  to  the 
needs  of  the  group  with  limited  academic  talents. 

— we  should  not,  in  dealing  with  children,  develop 
an  elite  group,  while  others  are  classified  at  a  lower 
level. 

— in  high  school  every  academically  talented  stu- 
dent should  take  four  years  of  English,  four  years 
of  Math,  four  years  of  one  foreign  language,  at  least 
three  years  of  science  and  three  years  of  social 
studies. 

With  reference  to  curriculum,  Dr.  Gardner  pointed 
out  in  his  report  that: 

— reading  is  the  most  important  part  of  the  cur- 
riculum. 

— mathematics  is  second  only  to  reading  in  im- 
portance in  the  elementary  school,  and  as  in  reading, 
remedial  work  should  be  prompt  and  generous. 

— in  high  school  everyone  should  take  at  least  one 
year  of  mathematics  and  those  going  on  to  college, 
four  years. 

— all  high  school  natural  science  courses  should  be 
revised  in  the  light  of  current  changes  and  develop- 
ments. 

— a  course  in  biology  or  physical  science  should  be 
required  of  all  students  in  the  high  school. 

— full-year  elective  courses  in  biology,  chemistry 
and  physics  should  be  offered  in  all  high  schools,  and 
students  going  on  to  college  should  study  the  sci- 
ences for  at  least  three  years. 

— foreign  languages  should  start  no  later  than 
Grade  7  and  every  four-year  college  should  require 
for  entrance,  four  years  of  high  school  study  of  a 
single  foreign  language. 
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While  the  report  did  not  cover  the  role  of  the 
school  in  the  development  of  one's  character,  one's 
physical  well-being,  one's  vocational  education,  or 
the  role  of  music  and  art,  all  are  very  important  ele- 
ments of  any  educational  system.  Dr.  Gardner's 
views  were  whole-heartedly  supported  by  leading 
educators  throughout  the  country,  including  the 
president  of  the  American  Council  on  Education,  Ar- 
thur S.  Adams,  former  president  of  the  University  of 
New  Hampshire.  Similar  recommendations  have 
been  made  by  Dr.  James  Conant,  former  president 
of  Harvard  University,  in  his  two  reports  on  The 
American  High  School  and  The  American  Junior 
High  School. 

Budget  and  Warrant 

The  proposed  budget  for  next  year  is  $56,376.05, 
compared  to  $53,038.21  for  this  current  year.  The 
major  increase  in  the  budget  is  for  additional  tuition 
expenses,  an  item  over  which  we  have  no  control  if 
our  students  are  to  attend  high  school.  This  is  ex- 
plained under  the  section  on  tuition.  Other  major 
increases  are  for  teachers'  raises,  explained  under 
the  section  on  teachers,  additional  money  for  lights, 
due  to  the  use  of  the  building,  a  raise  for  janitorial 
help,  extra  money  for  hot  topping  the  yard,  The 
School  Board  and  Building  Committee  decided  to 
have  the  roadways  paved  instead  of  tarred,  due  to 
the  expense  and  difficulties  involved.  If  the  roads 
were  tarred  by  a  private  contractor,  the  expense 
would  have  been  nearly  as  great  as  the  hot-topping, 
and  tarring  was  not  done  in  town  so  we  could  take 
advantage  of  the  state  tarring  program  at  a  time 
when  it  was  convenient  to  both  parties.  The  com- 
pany that  installed  the  hot-top  agreed  to  finance  the 
cost  over  a  three-year  period  without  additional  in- 
terest charges.  This  makes  for  a  more  permanent 
installation  and  should  not  have  to  be  touched  for 
12--15  years.  With  all  these  factors  in  mind,  the  com- 
mittee felt  it  was  in  the  best  interests  of  the  District 
to  have  the  area  paved,  rather  than  tarred. 

The  difference  in  the  budget  will  be  offset  to  some 
degree  by  a  possible  increase  in  state  aid.  The  Gov- 
ernor has  recommended  a  sum  of  $1,000,000  be  tak- 
en from  the  state  surplus  and  turned  back  to  the 
towns.    In  addition,  he  has  recommended  a  small  in- 
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crease  in  foundation  and  construction  aid,  which,  if 
approved  by  the  General  Court,  will  also  benefit  Jef- 
ferson. Our  increased  school  enrollment  will  not  in- 
fluence our  foundation  aid  money  for  another  year 
due  to  the  law,  but  in  the  fiscal  year  of  1962-63  our 
allotment  from  the  state  should  jump  considerably 
due  to  the  number  of  children  in  school. 

There  are  four  special  articles  in  the  warrant,  all 
having  to  do  with  social  security  coverage.  Some  of 
our  District  employees,  the  janitor  and  hot  lunch 
personnel,  cannot  be  covered  by  these  benefits  with- 
out a  vote  of  the  District,  and  it  is  felt  by  the  School 
Board  and  myself  that  we  should  make  this  coverage 
possible.  The  cost  to  the  District  is  very  small  and 
would  have  very  little  effect  on  the  tax  assessment. 

Teachers 

It  was  necessary  for  the  District  to  secure  a  new 
principal  for  this  year.  Mr.  Roger  Meserve,  former 
principal  of  the  school,  accepted  a  position  in  the 
Berlin  school  system.  We  are  greatly  indebted  to 
Mr.  Meserve  for  the  faithful  service  that  he  gave  to 
the  school  and  especially  the  many  hours  he  contrib- 
uted toward  the  completion  of  the  school.  We  can 
thank  him  for  much  of  the  painting  done  in  the  build- 
ing, construction  of  the  portable  stage  in  the  activ- 
ity room,  and  many  other  small  and  valuable  pieces 
of  equipment  he  built  for  the  school. 

We  were  very  fortunate  in  finding  as  a  replacement 
for  this  position,  Mr.  James  McBride  of  Groveton,  N. 
H.  Mr.  McBride  is  a  graduate  of  Plymouth  Teachers 
College,  where  he  made  an  outstanding  record  as  a 
student  and  an  athlete.  He  is  married  and  the  father 
of  one  child  and  is  the  first  principal  to  live  in  town 
for  some  time. 

Mrs.  Florence  Currier  again  took  a  summer  course 
to  help  her  in  her  teaching  position,  and  Mrs.  Ayling 
has  continued  on  her  program  towards  completing 
the  requirements  for  a  Master  of  Education  degree. 
I  personally  feel  that  Jefferson  is  fortunate  and 
should  be  proud  to  have  such  a  fine  staff  of  teachers. 

As  indicated  under  the  section  on  the  budget,  Jef- 
ferson's teachers  for  the  most  part  are  more  than 
$700  under  the  average  salary  paid  New  Hampshire 
elementary  teachers.  This,  plus  the  fact  that  we  must 
continue  to  raise  salaries  to    compensate    our   good 
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teachers  and  to  attract  suitable  replacements,  points 
out  why  we  have  proposed  the  salary  increases  listed 
in  the  budget. 

Enrollment  and  Attendance 

We  had  a  slight  decrease  in  average  membership 
for  1959-60  as  compared  to  1958-59;  102.2  as  against 
106.9.  However,  our  enrollment  for  the  present  year 
is  considerably  more  than  last  year.  We  started  the 
school  year  with  114  pupils  and  this  number  has 
been  fairly  constant.  As  indicated  in  the  statistical 
chart  late  in  this  report,  we  had  112  enrolled  in 
school  in  January  8,  1961. 

Our  percentage  of  attendance  jumped  1%  last 
year  over  the  preceding  year,  96.1  as  against  95.  An 
attendance  of  96.1  per  cent  is  a  very  good  record  for 
elementary  grades,  especially  where  so  many  have  to 
be  transported.  Our  record  of  tardy  pupils  also  im- 
proved slightly  last  year,  17  in  1959-60  as  against  19 
for  1958-59. 

Buildings  and  Equipment 

The  most  important  changes  accomplished  were 
improvements  to  the  outside  areas  of  the  building. 
The  roadways  were  hot-topped  with  asphalt  pave- 
ment rather  than  with  tar,a  new  flag  pole  was  erect- 
ed, the  grounds  were  graded  and  seeded,  and  the 
playground  equipment  was  moved  from  the  old 
buildings  to  the  rear  of  the  new  school.  The  addi- 
tional expense  of  the  asphalt  pavement  is  explained 
under  the  section  of  the  budget.  Being  a  new  build- 
ing there  has  been  little  to  do  inside  except  the  nor- 
mal cleaning  and  waxing.  The  care  and  mainten- 
ance of  the  new  school  has  been  greater  than  the  old 
wooden  building,  especially  prior  to  the  time  that  the 
grounds  were  paved. 

It  is  hoped  that  we  can  install  a  T.V.  antenna  on 
the  roof  of  the  building  as  soon  as  the  right  equip- 
ment is  erected  on  Cannon  Mt.  or  Mt.  Washington. 
When  this  is  done,  we  will  be  able  to  receive  th  edu- 
cational programs  from  Channel  11,  and  these  will 
add  greatly  to  our  school  program.  Other  items  of 
equipment  inside  the  building  seem  to  be  adequate, 
other  than  the  replacement  of  some  reference  books 
next  year. 
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Tuition 

The  number  of  tuition  pupils  in  high  school  re- 
mains about  the  same  as  last  year  with  28  in  Lancas- 
ter High  School  and  12  in  Berlin.  Next  year  it  is  esti- 
mated that  we  will  hive  just  3  in  Berlin  and  38  in 
Lancaster.  The  reason  for  the  decrease  in  Berlin  is 
due  largely  to  the  difference  in  tuition  charges  paid 
by  the  parents,  the  difficulty  of  finding  suitable  trans- 
portation and  the  improvement  of  facilities  at  Lan- 
caster. 

The  tuition  rate  at  Lancaster  next  year  will  be 
$360,  or  $40  more  than  last  year.  This  rate  is  still 
$76.00  below  the  average  state  cost  for  high  school 
pupils.  Lancaster's  per  pupil  cost  in  high  school  is 
slightly  over  $400,  which  can  be  charged  by  Lancas- 
ter according  to  the  tuition  laws  of  the  state.  With 
increased  operating  costs  being  experienced  through- 
out the  state,  tuition  rates  have  been  climbing  stead- 
ily and  it  appears  that  they  will  continue  to  do  so  in 
the  future.
